These- four p.::..t.ngs Occ::py perhaps 


the most conspicuous phuv for obsir- 
vation in the nation. They are tbe 
work of Colonel John TnjrobuH and 
hang on the eastern wall o* the rotuii- 
ila of the- capit*!. 


The paintings were put in place in 


1S24 under the rtpervision of the artisr 
himsc-lf, but not without much hesita- 
tion and objectUat.s on his p:irt because 
of the dampness uf the walls and air in 
the rotunda at that time. The fc:jr.s of 
the artist were proved to bo well 
iou:/-^!. for four yi-:irs later the 
changes on the s-urface of the paintings 
became so apparent that congress 
passed a resolution authorizing their 
removal from the walls of the rotunda 
by Colonel Truiubull for inspection and 
remedy if possible. 
It was at this 


point that Colonel Trumbull's knowl- 
edge of the preservative chemical com- 
pound was drawn ou. 


In a letter to congress, dated Dec. 0, 


1S2S, Colonel Trumbull explains in de- 
tail his treatment of the paintings nt 
that time, and an inspection now of 
these four pictures shows that they 
are in a perfect state of preservation 
both as to brightness of color and con- 
iitlon of canvas. 


In the letter referred to Colonel 


Trumbull snys: "All of the paintings 
were taken down, removed from their 
frames, taken off from the panels over 
.which they were strained, removed to 
a dry, whrm room and there separate- 
ly and carefully examined. The mate- 
rial which forms Hie basis of the paint- 
ings is a linen cloth whose strength 
and texture are very similar to those 
in the topgallant sails of a ship of war. 
The substances employed in forming a 
proper surface for the artist, together 
•with the colors, oils, etc., form a suffi- 
cient protection for the face of the can- 
vas, but tiie back remains bnre and ex- 
posed to the deleterious* effects of dump 
air. The effect of this is first seen in 
the form of mildew. It was this which 
1 dreaded, and the examination fchow ed. 
that mildew was already commenced 
and to an extent which rendered it 
manifest that the continuance of the 
same exposure for a few years longer 
;wou!d have accomplished Hie complete 
decomposition or rotting of the can- 
vas and the consequent destruction of 
the paintings." 


Colonel Trumbull then explained how 


he first thoroughly dried the canvases 
nnd prepared them for the preserva- 
tive. On this point he continues: "1 
had learned that a few yours ago some 
of the eminent chemists of Franco had 
examined with great cure some of the 
ancient mummies of Egypt with a 
view to ascertaining the nature of the. 
substance employed by the embalmi'r.s 
which the lapse of so many ages had 
prosed to PUSHES the power of protect- 
ing from decay a substance otherwises 
so perishable 111 the human body. This 
examination hart pro\e<l that, utter tho 
application of liquid asphaltuin to the 
cavities of the bead and body, the 
•whole bad been wrapped carefully in 
many envelopes or liaml;\K<'S- of linen 
prepared with wax. The committee of 
chemists decided further, after a care- 
ful examination and analysis of tho 
hieroglyphic pointings with which the 
fiisiiiRS, etc., are covered, that the col- 
ors employed and still retaining their 
•\l\id brightness had also been pre- 
pared and applied with the same sub-

and the amount of milk given by each 
Individual is weighed carefully, and 
by so doing her wants are attended to 
at once, does she show at any time 
that she is not giving proper response 
for feed provided. Here is a place 
managed by the family of its owner; 
no hired help for any time of the year. 
Every department is managed by sonic 
member of the family. Yon can imag- 
ine the close association of this herd 
to the system under which it is man- 
aged. I was shown individuals seven 
years old that had never been milked 
except by on.e person—tbat one of tlie 
sons of the proprietor. 
I stood and 


watched these Jerseys as tliey took 
tboir places in the bum, tbe interior of 
which I show you. They came in like 
a group of school children, taking only 
tho place they Knew was theirs. They 
were perfectly trained.—Comings in 
Dairy and Creamery. 


Effect of Olco Bill. 


Some dairymen are inclined to be- 


lieve that the passage of tbe oleo bill 
means a permanent heavy advance in 
the price of products, particularly but- 
ter, a 111} are banking the future of tbe 
dairy interests along these lines as be- 
ing very promising. The best intent 
of the oleo bill is the suppression of 
fraud, and it is doubtful whether 
prices advance as much as some seem 
to think. Yet a national law forcing 
bogus butter to soil for just what it is 
must exert a salutary influence on the 
market for butter.

BREED, NOT FEED. 


'War to Get Milk Tlint Contain* 


Plenty of Butter 
Fat. 


There are so many requests for im- 


proved rations which will increase the 
iiuahty of the inllk and cream of dairy 
cows that cue might be convinced that 
our dairying is rapidly awakening to 
the new ordw of things. But it must 
be said that most of these Inquiries 
voice a desire which cannot be grati- 
fied by any mixture of feed. 
They 


tsk that a feed shall be devised which 
will improve the richness and quality 
of thtir milk. Most of them have been 
f«.x-dii:g fairly rich foods, and the cows 
have not been suffering from any lack 
of nourishing rations. The only an- 
swer to these requests must be that 
the cows must be changed and not the 
food. Now. it is an excellent thing to 
have an ideal ration for dairy cows 
and to feed them consistently with it, 
but such a ration fed to poor cows 
wouid not yield any good results, says 
Dr. H. T. Morse. It might in the long 
run gradually improve the quality of 
the inilk and cream, but not enough to 
make the difference in the cost of the 
food. 
If one wishes to use such an 


Ideal ration, ne should also undertake 
to breed his herd up to a higher stand- 
ard. If be Is not willing to dispose 
of his cows for better stock, he must 
at least introduce new blood every 
year. The herd must be headed by a 
fint bull, which will bring up the 
standard of averages, so that the ideal 
ration can produce its best results. 


There are plenty who maintain that 


it is impossible materially and per- 
maosEtly to change the percentage of 
fat in a cow's milk by improved feed- 
ing rations. Unquestionably this has 
given a good deal of dissatisfaction 
and caused a good deal of discourage- 
ment in many quarters. But it should 
not 
Temporarily improved rations 


may show a change for the better in 
the tat "of the milk, but it is small and 
not permanent. 
Consequently those 


who have tried it and >ound that there 
was no continuous improvement gave 
up the work and feH baclr into old con- 
ditions. There is only one thing to say 
to such men. It is necessary often to 
change the cows first and then change 
the feed. Doing the latter without the 
former will often produce uo good re- 
sults. 


WHILE WE SLEEP. 


•Wet or Dry Teats. 


It is a little surprising, but it is nev- 


ertheless true, that we are in receipt 
of an inquirj- from a dairyman as to 
whether it is better to milk with wet 
or dry teats. We had supposed that 
this question was settled in the mind 
of practically every dairyman worthy 
of the name, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
It is not only a filthy practice to wet 
the teats, but it is liable to produce 
chapped conditions. If for any reason 
the teat needs a little lubricating, use 
a small quantity of vaseline for that 
purpose and under no circumstances 
whatever attempt to milk with wet 
teats. 


A cattle buyer looking for ''butcher 


stuff" came along the other day and 
offered us at tbe rate of .$31. GG per 
bead for three of our poorest milk 
cows. No sooner said than done, and 
the Mud Lake farm was minus three 
of its low gmde milkers. We reasoned 
out of the dairy philosophy that if it 
paid to got rid of the low grade milk 
cows at any price it surely wouid pay 
to get rid of them at $r>l.(>0 per head, 
says D. A. Kent of the Iowa dairy 
commission. 


This is a great year to weed out tho 


unprofitable milk cow. She is worth 
more for beef at present than she e\ er 
soils for as n milker. Tbe poor milker 
can be sold for enough money to buy a 
good one in the fall. Many are taking 
advantage of the situation, and no 
doubt many more will do so ore the 
beef famine is broken. The only dan- 
ger is that the farmers will sell their 
cows short nnd continue tbe shortage 
In butter until the good milk cow be- 
gins to perform in the price circle. The 
dairy cow sustains tbe same relation 
to the rest of tho cattle kind in tbe fluc- 
tuation of prices as does real estate to 
stocks and bonds— last to rise and last 
to fall. Wo •wenld advise weeding out 
the old dairy maids and alt cows that 
make no profit at the pail, but we 
would also drop a word of warning 
utrainst selling the milking lK-rd too 
close. Tbe present anomalous prices 
of beef are very tempting, and one 1.; 
liable to lot a pretty Rood milker go 
when half a hundred dollars is *haken 
in bis face for jtist n common cow, in 
common flesh, weighing about 1,100 
pounds. Such usually bring ?25 or $30 
for beef.

A CLOVER EDGE DOILY. 


Ladies' World in giving the accompa- 
nying design for a clover edged doily: 


First.—Use silk finished crochet cot- 


ton in white or cream, and after but- 
tonholing around the central piece of 
linen crochet * 10 singles directly into 
the buttonhole, missing a stitch or two 
between every single crochet in order 
to keep the work perfectly flat. Chain 
15 and catch iu sixth stitch, 5 chain, 
single crochet in sixth stitch, 5 chain, 
single crochet in sixth stitch, turn; 5 
single crochet under half of 3 chain, 
skip 0 single crochet and catch back 
into the first single crochet worked into 
the buttonhole; i singles under last 
half of 5 chain, 9 singles tinder next 5 
chain, 9 singles under next 5 chain, 11 
singles under stem; catch with single 
In buttonhole. 
Repeat from * all 


around. Fasten off thread. 


Second.—* Begin at the center of a 


clover leaf nnd chain 13; fasten in. 
center of next leaf. Repeat from * all 
around. 


Third.—* Fifteen singles under 1£ 


chain, 15 chain; catch In sixth stitch 
from hook; 5 chain, single in sixth 
stitch, 5 chain, single in sixth stitch, 
turn; 5 singles under half of loop; catch 
back in center of 13 singles, 4 singles 
under last half of loop, 0 singles under 
next loop, 9 singles under next loop, 11 
singles under stem. Fasten with single 
nnd repeat from * all around. 


Fourth.—Like second row, using 13 


chain in place of 13. 


Fifth.—Like third row, but working 


18 singles under 15 chain. 


A Pretty Notion In Floor Stain*. 
Now that country houses are requir- 


ing attention, a few words 'about 
the treatment of the floors may not 
be amiss. 
Of course if matting is 


used (and a closely woven India mat- 
ting, with nigs, is always pretty aiid 
iu good taste) the method of procedure 
is easy enough. One has only to go and. 
buy the matting and have it laid down;

and precious keys in bis pockets. He 
Is the yea and nay of the arid land, the 
arbiter of fate, the dispenser of good 
and evil, to be blessed by turns and 
cursed by turns and to receive both 
with the utter unconcern of a small 
god, for it is the zanjero -who distrib- 
utes the water. lie opens the head- 
gate of each farmer's canal, and when 
the water has run the necessary time 
he shuts it down again and again locks 
it securely. If tho water is short, he 
sees that it Is divided properly between 
Smith and Jones, and Brown, usually

FOUND IN COPPER 
BOX. 


Box Opened After 
Forty 
Years.— 


Found In Corner Stone Of Old Me- 
chanics 
Building—Contents 
Came 


Out All Right And Proved Of Great 
Interest. 


It is interesting to note 
at this 


time, when the Massachusetts Chari- 
table Mechanics association is pre- 
paring to have a genuine old-fashioned 
Mechanics' Fair, some of the souven- 
irs that recall the earlier days of this 
association that have Just come to 
light 


On September 30, 1857, a copper 


box was placed in the corner-stone of 
the old building of the 
association, 


corner of Chauncy and Bedford streets 
Boston. 


Some four years ago the box was 


removed from the corner-stone and 
taken to the office of the association 
in Mechanics' building. On the after- 
noon of July 9th the box was opened 
in the office of the association at a 
meeting of the regular board of gor- 
ernment. 


It Is a medium-sized box and shows 


in its outside appearance little evi- 
dence that it has lain more than forty 
years in the corner-stone. Many in- 
teresting relics were found therein, 
among which were a silver plate, 5 
x 8 inches, upon which is engraved 
the names of the officers of the asso- 
ciation and others. Besides this, there 


d considerable printed matter; cop- 


ies of gold, silver and bronze medals;

So Far, No inconvenience Has Been 


Felt Here 
on 
Account 
of the 


Strike. 


So far, no inconvenience has been 


felt in this city owing to the coal 
strike, although for 
some 
months 


past the local dealers have only sold 
one ton of coal at a time to a custom- 
er. 


While it is a well known fact that 


the supply of coal in this city is lim- 
ited to about one-fourth the quantity 
usually on hand at this time, one of 
the local dealers says he will sell to 
his customers at the usual price 
as 


long as he has a pound 
left in his 


pockets. 


As this city is the only seaport in 


New Hampshire and all of the inland 
cities arc dependent for their supply 
from here, they are the principal suf- 
ferers and in. some instances a barrel 
of coal has been shipped to some cus- 
tomers to tide them over for the time 
and occasionally a carload to some 
small dealer. 


T^ast year at this time extra 
coal 


trains were run nearly every day be- 
tween this city and Manchester and 
other northern cities but at the pres- 
ent time the transportation of coal to 
these places is practically at a stand- 
still. 


At this time last year there was 


probably 20.0(10 to 25.000 tons of hard 
^oal in the city for local consumption 
and now it is believed that 5000 tons 
will cover the supply.

NEW RULE ABOUT BUNDLES. 


Under a new rule passengers who 


leave articles in the cars of the Boston 
& Maine railroad will not be privil- 
eged to have station agents or other 
employes of the corporation telegraph 
for the articles. Heretofore when a 
passenger reported having left any 
articles on the car, station 
agents 


would wire a message to the station 
to which the train was bound. This 
practice had grown to such an- extent 
as to burden the wire and interrupt 
railroad telegraph business. Agents 
and others are now directed

of this character, to the nearest West- 
ern Union office, and if they do not 
care to pay for sending the message 
agents may send a message by train, 
but must not use the telegraph for 
this purpose.
